REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The following report of schools for the year ending March 1, 
1890, is respectfully submitted : 


Division No. 1. 


First Term.—Etta L. Bartlett, teacher. The success ob- 
tained during this term was of a higher degree than was antici- 
pated at our first visit. The teacher gained the confidence and 
respect of her pupils, and the result was all that could be desired. 

Second Term.—Nellie A. Putnam, teacher. Miss Putnam is 
a teacher of considerable experience, and seems to adapt her- 
self to small scholars. The improvement during the term was 
quite marked. 


Division No. 2. 


First and Second Terms.—Clara B. Barton, teacher. Miss 
Rarton stands in the front rank as an instructor of youth, and 
as relates to moral character and the mode of her instruction. 
Moral character is too often lost sight of in securing a teacher. 
The first term was good, but not so marked improvement was 
displayed as at the close of the second term. 

Third Term.—Nellie A. Putnam, teacher. On our visit at 
the commencement of the term the school appeared very well ; 
but at the close of the third week the school was stopped one 
week on account of scarlet-fever. The remainder of the term 
was quite broken ; consequently at the close of the sixth week it 
was deemed expedient to close the school, the teacher being 
sick, and two thirds of the scholars. Therefore no final exam- 
ination was had; but, considering all things, those that were 
disposed to improve the time received much good. 


Division No. 3. 


First Term.—Sadie G. Blanchard, teacher. Miss Blanchard 
started out with good determinations, and gained a fair degree 
of success. It is not expected that a teacher can pass through 
a term in this school without receiving some pretty sharp criti- 
cisms. 


Second Term.—Edgar W. Davis, teacher. Mr. Davis’s in- 
struction is the best, and he labors hard for the benefit of his 
pupils ; but perfection is not to be found in school-teachers any 
more than in other mortals. Some will lack one thing, and some 
another. During this term the school made good improvement, 
and the result was very satisfactory. 


Third Term.—Herman H. Kibbey, teacher. Mr. Kibbey is a 
Dartmouth student, and a young man of unimpeachable charac- 
ter. Our anticipations in regard to the result of this term of 
school from the first were of the highest type. We can say 
truly that the teacher labored hard for the welfare of his pupils, 
and surrounded them with a good, wholesome, moral influence ; 
and it was not the fault of the teacher that the standard of ex- 
cellence was lowered, for he performed his part faithfully. 
There was a disposition on the part of some of the scholars to 
rule or ruin; and this desire was backed up by the parents and 
gossips of the district, when it is the duty of every parent to 
support and uphold the teacher in all things that are just and 
reasonable. The opposite course will ruin any school. 


Division No. 4. 


First and Second Terms.—Nellie S. Hall. teacher. We feel 
justified in saying that both of these terms were a success. The 
order was perfect and the instruction good. There was that 
union of feeling between the teacher and scholars that insures — 
success. | 


Third Term.—Rufus B. Barton, teacher. This was Mr. Bar- 
ton’s first attempt at teaching. He worked hard for the best 
interests of his pupils. The term was only five weeks, but the 
improvement made was marked. 
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Division No. 5. 


First Term.—Idella Blanchard, teacher. This was Miss 
Blanchard’s first term, but she manifested some tact as well as. 
talent. We dare say she did as well by her four pupils as some 
teachers with more experience. 


Division No. 6. 


First Term.—Sadie G. Blanchard, teacher. Only one visit 
was made at this school. At this visit we found only two 
scholars. The teacher was obliged to leave at the close of the 
sixth week on account of sickness at home; consequently we 
are unable to report the advancement that was made. 


CLOSING REMARKS. 


In submitting this report to you, we are admonished that 
another school year has passed. ‘The spring and fall terms 
passed very much as in former years, but the winter terms. 
have been badly broken by sickness. Multiplicity of text-books 
in most of the schools has been met, and made the most of. 
With the commencement of the next school year, we shall enter 
upon the ‘‘ free text-book ” plan, which we believe is the correct 
principal of education, for this reason: A uniformity of text- 
books will bring all pupils where they should be, and will also 
abolish much unnecessary labor for the teachers. We hope the 
tax-payers of the town will meet it manfully, as a step in the 
right direction, and not as clap-trap to sponge a little money 
out of those who have no scholars. 

Thanking you for what good advice and encouragement we 
have received, and forgiving all hard sayings and unjust criti- 
cisms, we remain your humble servants,
